d. Iron and steel products are in short supply . The iron 
works in Podbrezova (^49/D 06) and the Coburg works in 
Trnava (P49/T 22) supply the Slovak construction industry. 

12. Plans for Military projects are given to the Construction Works 
by the Ministry of National Defense, These plans are not _ 
submitted in their entirety, but are given to the Construction 
Works as they are needed. When one phase of construction is 
completed, plans for the second stage are handed over. 
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
